Maybe He'll Change This 


Asked by a United States senator for a 
message to that country, Marsha! Stalin 
said: “Just judge the Soviet Union objec- 
tively. Do not either praise us or scold us. 
Just know us and judge us as we are and 
base your estimate of us upon facts and 
not upon rumors.” 

This is something more than an appeal 
to common sense. It is a plea for fairness. 
Russia, like every other country, is en- 
titled to be judged on a basis of facts, not 
upon hearsay or prejudice 

But such judgment is possible only if 
the facts are known, and the Soviet author- 
ities do not permit them to be known. 
They admit only foreign correspondents 
who are satisfactory to themselves. These 
are allowed to see only what the officials 
want them to see. Their reports are strictly 
censored before they can be sent out of 
Russia. Obviously the world « never 
“know” Russia while these restrictions are 
maintained. 

Perhaps Marshal Stalin intends to re- 
lax them? That inference is suggested by 
his plea for understanding based on facts. 
He knows as well as anyone that what he 
asks is impossible while the sources of 
information are kept closed. He must even 
be aware that keeping them closed is the 
best of all ways to make rumors and pre-

Why Plug the Gaps’ 


United States officials at the Washing 
ton loan conference are said to-have about 
given up hope that they can wreck the im- 
perial preference system under which the 
British nations trade with each 
reduced tariff rates. Why they should ever 
have wanted to wreck it is a mystery, ur 
less they are doing their thinking in the 
depression-producing logic of twenty yea: 
ago.

other. The net result would be that the few 
partial gaps which have been punched in 
the world’s Haman’s gallows tariff struc- 
ture would be closed. That is certainly not 
the way to promote international trade, 
which the United States will have to pro- 
mote as actively as any other country if it 
is to escape another stroke of economic 
paralysis. 

Nothing but all-round iower tariffs can 
permit the interchange of products which 
the highly industrialized countries must 
have if they are to sell their war-expanded 
products. And nothing else can distribute 
the blessings of invention and enterprise 
so widely among the peoples of the world 
as to establish a solid material basis for 
peace. Either the nations will trade more 
freely or they will fight. To that view 
Washington subscribed definitely, and al- 
most aggressively, during the war years. 

Plugging the breaches which have been 
made in the trade-strangling barriers 
erected in the Hawley-Smoot era of tariff- 
making would not cause this freer flow of 
trade between nations. Precisely the con- 
trary. The United States can supplement 
the trade stimulating influence of the im- 
perial preferential system by cutting its 
own customs duties. It has already done 
that in degv:2, but only in degree. 

That way lies the hope of making 
peacetime trade so universally profitable 
that war-makers will not get a hearing 
when they propose to put an end to it by 
starting another riot of destruction.

Japanese authorities say that 17 per 
cent of all the buildings in the country 
were demolished or burned by air attacks. 
Japan, it is pertinent to note, is a country 
without timber. It is not likely to get any 
from Canada or other producing countries, 
for more than one reason.

Riots in Jerusalem were promptly 
answered by riots in Cairo.

But American management on the 
whole is opposed in principle to 
bargaining with foremen’s unions 
It insists that foremen are a part of 
management and therefore have no 
right to join a union. It rests its 
argument on its own interpretation 
of the word “employee.” Only em- 
ployees ave protected by the Wag- 
ner Act and, as industry views it 
foremen are not employees. 

This view precisely the one 
which the NLRB has just declared 
invalid, since the nature of the fore- 
man’s status in modern industry 
can no longer be considered other 
than that of an employee.

In the event, however, he could 
not possibly have been made re- 
sponsible for maintaining public 
order throughout Java with the 
forces at his disposal. All told he 
had an area twice the size of the 
British Isles with a larger popula- 
tion, and much worse communica- 
tions and so the co-operation of the 
Indonesians themselves had to be 
assured. It was this basic situation 
which was gravely complicated by 
the Indonesian Nationalist move- 
ment and by its attitude towards 
the resumption of Nétherlands’ 
sovereignty. The Indonesian Inde- 
pendence movement proclaimed a 
republic in Java on August 17, 
that is, before the Allied troops got 
there. General Christison on his 
arrival found the island was in the 
hands of the Indonesians and its 
administration was claimed to be a 
self-styled Republican Government 
under Doctor Sockarno. The Indo- 
nesians had de facto possession of 
the island on which there were 
nearly 125,000 civilian internees, 
The Duteh policy had been for the 
great majority of these to resume 
their previous occtpations in the 
Netherlands East Indies, but in 
|view of the political difficulties 
|this has so far been impossible 
Since there is nowhere to put in- 
ternees in safety it has therefore 
been necessary to leave most of 
‘them temporarily in internment 
areas, and Admiral Mountbatten 
has directed British and Indian 
troops to be responsible for their 
safety ’ 

All possible steps are being taken 
for the liberation and care of Allied 
prisoners and internees and for the 
maintenance of public order. It 
has however been unavoidable that 
the disarmament of Japanese troops 
should have been greatly delayed, 
Every available ship and aircraft 
in the command has been working 
practically non-stop since the sur- 
render, and if the Japanese were 
disarmed there would not be im- 


mediately available shipping for 
their necessary deportation now 
that there are Allied troops to 
guard them. It must be remem- 
bered. too, that Admiral Mount- 
batten is facing a somewhat simi- 


far posilion in French Indo-China 


where there are also enormous 
demands on manpower and ship- 
ping

It is clear that the key to both 
problems is in the availability of 
transport and the number of troops 
which can be transported to both 
centres of trouble. Every day more 
and more Allied troops are coming 
in to Java and this means that the 
business of bringing out internees 
will from now on proceed faster 
and faster. As more Allied men 
arrive so the Japanese can be dis- 
armed and removed from the scene 
of their crimes. It wil} shortly be 
possible to increase the numbers of 
Dutch troops in Java and this will
